Another black youth in Columbus has been killed by a 
peer for as senseless a reason a$ any in taking another 
person's life. Robert W. Johnson; 15, has been charged 
with a delinquency count of murder after Isiah “Ike” Speed, 
also 15, was fatally stabbed last Wednesday at Centennial 
High School. j 

That shocking and bewildering news comes after Shevon 
Jones, an11 year old, fatally stabbed Charles Moore, 14, on 
Oct. 29. ‘ 

In both cases; the killings followed what authorities said 
were arguments. To kill someone during the heat of an 
argument? Sure, it happens commonly in black-on-black 
crime. But is it now filtering down tv our teenagers, too? 

The killings of the two youths occurred in different set- 
tings and under different circumstances. But the outcome 
is the same: death at the hand of violence. Charles Moore 
was killed after he and Shevon Jones argued over a video 
game, authorities said. Ike Speed was killed after he and 
Robert Johnson allegedly had disagreements at a high 
school. :

Please, for the sake of our children and our community, 
let’s not wait until another youngster brings an end to the 
life of another before we do something to make sure it 
doesn’t happen again. If we do nothing, it's the same as 
saying to our kids that it is all right to kill one another.

The Public Domain 


"There has been quite a test uf 
private vs. public rights going 
on in Columbus for several 
years. The right of public 
domain reigned sipreme dur- 
ing the 1800's when the 
government was stretching 
roads across the land and rail- 
roads laying track. 

Some road laying went 
through private property and 
had its sway via right of public 
domain. A joke had some 
farmers finding roads passing 
through not only their front 
lawns, but .cutting through 
their living rooms, too. The 


— Fight of public domain ruted in 


those days. 

But looking at developments 
in Columbus and vicinity 
recently, the right of public 
domain has been taking a beat- 
ing. As soon as a proposal sur- 
faces to locate something here 
or there, citizens’ committees 
form and protest openly, 
declaring that they don't want 
the particular project in their 
community. They have won in 
almost all dissents, except in 
two instances. 

One has to remember that 
the new—Ohio—prison-facitity 
has had a very hectic time find- 
ing a spot to settle on. None of 
the communities would aliow 
the prison to be located 
nearby. The argument always 
alluded to that old defense - 
‘our children.’ Even whenthere 
came the proposal to raze the 
old Spring St. penitentiary 
building, a committee rushed 


defying them to build at ‘that 
location. 

Seemingly, the right of pub- 
lic domain has lost its punch. 

There has also been that 
other hassle of locating the 
‘shelter for derelicts. One 
community lost its tussle with 
the right of public domain, 
however. The structure is 
slated to exist on Starling St. 
near W. Broad St. despite the 
protests. Interesting but not 
astounding, for the protestors 
live on the fringe of the ‘Bot- 
tome’ the habitat of poor biue 
collar workers. Who in high 
public officialdom pays any 
attention to what they want? 

Not only did the famous right 
of public domain havé its full 
power felt in the ‘Bottoms,’ up 
Sheperd way old public 
domain simply walked-in, and 
began planning that direct 
highway from downtown 
Columbus to the airport. 

In spite of the two private 
community set-backs at the 
hands of the institutors of the 
right of public domain, gener- 
ally the local citizenry is mak- 
ing successful gains through 
the protests.
